Am erica i« going to atop short of the 
goal.” 
“ It warms my heart,” the President 
said in opening, “to see 
my 
fellow- 
citizens again.

tim es felt very lonely in recent weeks 
without your counsel. 
“The extraordinarily 
generous 
re­ 
ception given me on the other tide 
seemed to be a call of greeting to you 
rather than to me. 
I had the crown­ 
ing pride of being

Men everywhere felt that your 
hearts beat with theirs in the cause 
of liberty.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 24—The assas­ 
sination of Kurt Eisner by a mem­ 
ber of the German nobility is a revo­ 
lutionary 
reversal 
of 
the 
historic 
roles of the social classes in Europe 
and is probably a crime plotted in the 
German army. 
Eisner recently had made 
strong 
denunciatory 
speeches 
concerning 
Germany's responsibility for the war 
and the part played by the militarists 
in bringing the German 
people 
to 
their present level of woe. 
In 
this 
Eisner has been almost alone. Since 
the signing of the 
armistice 
Lieb- 
knecht and Rosa 
Luxemburg, 
who 
likewise blamed militarism for 
Ger­ 
many's downfall, were killed by sol 
diers under circumstances akin to as­ 
sassination. 
When popular leaders in Germany 
set out to denounce the army as the 
source of German 
desolation, 
their 
lives are 
forfeited. 
The 
Bavarian 
minister of the interior, Auer, and the 
war minister, Rosshapter, who have 
alto been shot, were among Eisner’s 
chief supporters in his effort to make 
Germany realize the supreme respon­ 
sibility of the militarists for the fath­ 
erland's defeat.

still exist across the Rhine.

ANAHEIM, Feb*. 24.—With the offer 
by Qua Langenbarger, of twenty adret 
of full-bearing citrus land located at 
North Lemon and Sycamore tsereeU, 
the city or Anaheim hue been made a 
wonderfully liberal proposition for a 
city perk which will cost potting ex­ 
cept the interest on $60,OOO at 6 per 
cent (hiring the life of the donor. 
This offer was mode t otto city trus­ 
tees by Mr. Langenbergsr 
through 
John Cordes, who presented the prop­ 
osition to the trustees In a called 
meeting. 
There are co ties to the proposition 
except that at least 
Ava acres be 
beautified and utilised as a public ark 
and that a strip of land two lots wide 
between Los Angeles and Lemon 
streets be condemned end opened as 
a street. This would be the opening 
of Alberta street from Los Angeles to 
Lemon. 
Mr. Langenberger in his offer pro- 
rides that the orange crop for this 
year, estimated at $15,000, be retained 
by himself. All future crops and in­ 
come to go to the city, in case the of­ 
fer is accepted. 
The payment of 6 
per cent interest on the $00,OOO, the 
value of the property, is the only ex­ 
pense which would be incurred by the 
city in accepting the offer. This wcujd 
be paid to Mr. Langenberger during 
his lifetime 
At his death the proper­ 
ty would be deeded to the city and all 
payment would cease. 
In the offer it is also provided that 
the city may sell off a parr of the 
property and use the money to beau­ 
tify the remaining property. 
Board Undecided 
The board was taken off its feet by 
the offer. The members felt that it 
was too good sn offer to be true. Yet 
they were not disposed to accept or 
reject the offer without putting it up 
to the civic bodies, such as the Board 
of Trade and the people for an expres­ 
sion. 
Some of the members of the board 
felt that while It was a fine opportun­ 
ity to secure good income property, 
saill. the location was not the best for 
a park. Several of the trustees held 
that since the library site was being 
considered so strongly that it would 
be adviMble to look into the matter 
thoroughly and get an expression from 
the people before proceeding. It was 
decided to present the proposition to 
the Board of Trade and then take it 
up at the regular council meeting on 
Thursday night. 
Bom* Legal Barriers 
Some legal obstacles which will have 
to be removed before an agreement 
can be entered into with Mr. Langen- 
berger were mentioned by City Attor­ 
ney Ames, who cited the fact that a 
city in prohibited from making a con­ 
tract for the expenditure 
of 
funds 
which it does not have on hand for 
that purpose. However, he stated that 
he felt that in case the city did wish 
to take up the proposition, he could 
find a loophole whereby it could be 
done. 
He said It may require the 
passing of a measure by'-the legisla­ 
ture.
